Miss Sara Margaret Black gave an interesting talk before the June program meeting 
of our Society. Miss Black, who has traced four of her family lines to Scotland, 
had quite an enthusiastic audience as many of the genealogical group have ancestor* 
from that coi:mtry.

These abstracts were, made in April and October 1968 at the courthouse in Man* 
Chester, Tennessee, 'for my own use in tracing the PATTON and RAGSDALE families, 
At^the fete I had no thought of publishing them, but they are being furnished 
now at "the. request of the Editor of .FAMILY FINDINGS. Although they are very 
brief in some instances, it is our sincere hope that they may help a number of 
readers in finding just the clue needed. To our knowledge Coffee County deeds 
have not be.en published previously, and I regret this is not a complete record 
of all early deeds of this county, . • 

I have additional information on many of the persons named in these deeds and 
will be glad to exchange with others. If you can help me complete my records 
on any of these families, I shall appreciate hearing from you. 

Coffee County was formed in I836 from Bedford, Franklin, and Warren Counties, 
According to the "History of Coffee County, Tennessee" by Leighton Ewell, pub, 
1936 for the Centennial, at the organization of the County there were 13 Civil 
Districts,, and in 1936 there were 16 Districts. The sketch below shows these 
in relation to 1968 Districts, According to Ewell the 16 districts in 1936 had 
been located in the following counties at the organization in I836; 

Districts 1, 2, .3, 4, 16, &. parts of 15 in Bedford; 
Districts 5, 6, 7, 8, 11, 12, 13, & 14 in Franklin; 
Districts 9, 10, & part of 15 in Warren.

The f ollowing is a copy of a letter written by WILLIAM AUSTON to his daughter 
during the Civil War. The letter' is not dated but was sent by messenger to 
Tiptonville from Camp Brown near Union City, Tennessee. Mr. AUSTON was with 
the 47th Regt. /which was organized late in 1861 with M. R. HILL, Colonel.^ 
They first participated in the movement of General Polk's Army and in April, 
1862, engaged the enemy at Shiloh where Mr. Auston died. The original letter 
is in the possession of Mrs. Joe Carter, Wynnburg, Tennessee, a grand-daughter 
of WILLIAM AUSTON. 

The first page of the letter was stamped in the upper right hand corner with 
the words "C&np Brown, near Union City, Term." The left hand comer has^a very 
unusual printing of a very vividly colored flag, a white stripe with a wide red 
stripe above and below. The union is 11 stars and a T, white on a blue field. 
Underneath the flag are the printed words: 

To arms! To arms! Ye brave 

the avenging Sword unshea.thed* 

March on! March on! All hearts resolved 

on victory or death. 

MISS MATTIE AUSTON Dear Daughter 

This leaves me well at present/ I haw been pretty sick but feel well enough 
to eat my allowance of Beef and bread at present/ I would like to spend the 
hollow days at home but we are under strick orders and have to stay here all 
the time/ We are going to commence building our winter shanties tomorrow and 
will be very busy for some time to come/ I hope you and the boys will be good 
children and take care of your Ma and mind to be good to each other, tell 
Eilly to feed the Hoggs and Oxen and Jim and Johnny to feed the sheep and^ 
Learn their books and be Shure to help your Ma all you can and be good children 
and I will come and Se you as soon as I can/ you must send me some potatoes 
& turnips & a bacon ham and some butter by the first waggon that comes up. 
I sent you Win 2 chimney by Moorings boy Sandy/ if he has not brot them you 
must send and get them/ We have had some cold weather and lots of work to do. 
there is going to be a big party up here Christmas and ycu and your Cousin 
must come up, Give my love to all the Kin and Kiss all the small' fry for me/ 
your uncle Jim sends his love to you all says tell your Ma to be of good 
chear and all will be rite an hundred years hence/ you must all write soon 
often and every thing.

HISTORY OF LAKE COUNT!, TENNESSEE 
1870 - 1970 

On June 11, 1970, County Court Chairman, Judge Richard Helton, issued _ a proclamatxo 
declaring the week of June 14, 1970f as Lake County Centennial Week, in 
commemoration of our 100th Anniversary. 

Lake County is located in the extreme northwestern corner of the State of Tennessee 
It contains 210 square miles of low level land between Reelf oot Lake and the 
Mississippi Rover. The northern boundry being Kentucky and extending to Dyer 
County on the south. 

The first white men coming into the area were hunters and trappers. Reelf oot Lake 
was formed during a series of earthquakes beginning on the 16th day of December 
1811 at 2 o» clock A. M., and lasting through the year 1812} therefore these 
early hunters called the area "The Shakes Country". 

The first settler in what is now known as Lake County was Stephen Mitchell 
in 1819. He established a boat landing on the Mississippi River, 8 miles below 
New Madrid. Others coming prior to 1825 were: Enoch Walker, Evan Shelby, 
William Bone, Robert and Jefferson Nolen, John and R. J. Rivers, Reuben and 
Richard Anderson, Michael Peacock, William Box, Henry Walker, Jo Bone, Robert C. 
Nail, Ezekiel Williams, Thomas Wynn, Robert Thompson, Richard J. Hill, James 
Crockett, John Campbell, E. W. Nevill, Jessie Gray, Richard Sand, J. W. Bradford, 
C. H. and B. B. Bird, Frank Langley, G. W. L. Marr, and Richard Terrell 
Meriweather. . . 

Obion County was organized Jan. 19, 1824, and extended to the Mississippi River. 
The county seat was Troy. It was not until June 9, 1870 that, under an act of 
the General Assembly, Lake County was formed from the portion of Obion County 
lying west of Reelf oot Lake.. ' The f|rst County Court was held Sept. 5, 1870, 
and Tiptonville was designated as the county seat.

TIPTONVILLE, COUNTY SEAT OF LAKE COUNTY: 

The Tipton Family, for whom Tiptonville was named, came from England and first 
settled in Maryland. They migrated down into East Tennessee where William Tipton 
was born, then into Franklin County, on down. into Tipton County and then to Texas. 
William enlisted as a soldier in Texas and received a patent to a tract of land. _ 
He returned to Tennessee where he married Eliza Gallaher from St. Louis, Missouri, 
and they settled in what was later to become Lake County, where they lived the 
remainder of their lives. They had six children: Joseph C-., Alcesta, Watt, 
Billy, Frank and Nimmie. 

William Tipton died in I860, his wife died in 1870. All of his sons died unmarried 
except Joseph. Joseph Tipton was born 10 Nov. 1842 in Lake . County. In 1866 he 
graduated from Jones Commercial College in St. Louis, Md. He was active in the • 
organization of Lake County, serving four years as Chancery Court Clerk and as 
Trustee of the County for many years. In 1873 he married Harriet W. Meriweather : 
(she was born 9 Aug. 1849) and they had one child, a daughter named Hattie. 

Hattie Tipton married Joe Gwaltney, a bank cashier in Tiptonville for many years, 
They had three children: Hattie who married John Wray, an attorney m Knoxville, 
Tenn.; Elizabeth, who married and lives in North Carolina; a son, Joe Gwaltney, 
who died without issue. Thus the Tipton name became extinct. But there are 
descendants of William Tipton living in Tiptonville at the present time. 

William's daughter, Alcesta Tipton, married Richard Owens from England. They had 
a son, John Owens, who moved to Louisville, Ky. After the death of his wife, 
Richard Owens married her younger sister, Nimmie Tipton. Jack Haynes, a descendar 
of Richard and Nimmie Tipton Owens, has followed in his great uncle's foot-steps 
and is presently serving as Trustee of Lake County, an office he has held since 
1954. 
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TIPTONVILLE, COUNTY SEAT OF IAKE COUNTY: (Cont'd) 

Joshua H. Tipton, altho not -related to William Tipton, was also a pioneer of Lake 
County, coming into the area in 1845. He reared a large family and one of his 
sons, James W. Tipton, was the first sheriff of Lake County. There are many 
Tiptons, descendants of Joshua, living iii : Lake bounty at the .present time.
